No lesson cou ld hav e greater 
timeliness in relation to present 
needs and economic conditions 
than this on making a liv ing. 
Those who think that religion 
shou ld stick to its own field, 
whatev er that field may be, and 
hav e nothing to do with social 
problems, mu st su rely be star­ 
tled by the directness and v igor 
with which Amos denou nces the 
u nequ al and u nju st social condi­ 
tions of his time. 
The herdsman - prophet, with 
the clear v ision and the plain 
speech indu ced by the simple 
conditions of his ru ral life, does 
not see sin merely in terms of 
what we might call personal im­ 
morality . It is a sin in his ju dg­ 
ment to trample u pon the poor, 
to take u nju st ex actions of what 
they hav e produ ced from the 
soil, and to fail to giv e to each 


his proper place and reward in 
the scheme of life. 
He sees in the disregarding of 
ju stice, in the taking of bribes, 
and the disregard of the needy , 
sins against God qu ite as mu ch 
as sins against man, and he pu ts 
the welfare of the nation and 
the safety of society u pon the 
basis of getting rid of su ch ev ils 
and establishing ju st conditions. 
Su rely one mu st realize the 
ex tent to which all this applies 
in ou r life today . As these words 
are written the daily newspapers 
record the fact that a man 
whose name has been associat­ 
ed with one of the most ex ten­ 
siv e dev elopments of organized 
finance and indu stry has been 
arrested and pu t in jail. Often 
it is only in the collapse of su ch 
schemes that we discov er the 
rottenness that is at their v ery 
heart, the rottenness by which 
grou ps of ingeniu s men ex ploit 
the masses of the people for 
their own aggrandizement. 
* * * * 
Can we bu ild secu rely or safety 
in this nation if we hav e not re­ 
gard for honesty ? Can we bu ild 
a society in which ev ery man 
who is willing to work will hav e 


reasonable reward for his labor 
and a new share in the national 
wealth, while we disregard ele­ 
mental matters of honesty and 
right? 
No matter how mu ch certain 
u sages and practices may be en­ 
trenched in law and financial 
cu stom, honesty can be the only 
right fou ndation. 
The wide­ 
spread effort to get something 
for nothing, or to control what 
one has done little or nothing 
to produ ce, is inherently wrong. 
To seek a liv ing where we hav e 
not liv ed and made ou r liv es 
produ ctiv e is to take from the 
welfare of all for ou r own ends. 
More and more we mu st insist 
u pon the fact that ev ery indi­ 
v idu al in the commu nity mu st 
make a liv ing. We mu st pu t life 
u pon the basis of man’s self- 
su pport, bu t at the same time 
we mu st seek with honesty and 
righteou sness so to establish 
conditions that ev ery man who 
makes his proper contribu tion to 
society , and to the nation’s 
wealth, will hav e his reasonable 
and proper share. 
These principles are as mu ch 
grou nded in tru e politics and 


tru e economics as they are in re­ 
ligion. They are the elemental 
things u pon which a sou nd so- 
siety can be bu ilt. 
* * * * 
Underly ing them, of cou rse, is 
the need of character and edu ­ 
cation. Su ch conditions cannot 
be artificially produ ced ou t of a 
society in which men are dis­ 
honest or insincere, or ignorant 
and 
u nconcerned 
abou t 
the 
highest way of liv ing. Bu t in 
bu ilding edu cation we mu st bu ild 
character, and in bu ilding char­ 
acter we mu st bu ild in relation 
to goals that represent the wel­ 
fare of all. 
The slothfu l serv ant who dis­ 
regards his talent, ev en if it be 
only one talent, and who fails 
throu gh ignorance or lack of 
character to do his part, is in­ 
herently as mu ch a social weak­ 
ness and a social menace as the 
man who misu ses his larger tal­ 
ents for the ex ploitation of oth­ 
er men. 
If we are to bu ild u p a tru e 
democracy in which ev ery man 
bears and receiv es his share, we 
mu st take heed to its fou nda­ 
tions in righteou sness and tru th.

THE MENACE OF DICTATORSHIP 
Du ring th e past su mmer a new sentence crept 
into cu rrent American u sage. You h eard it in a 
good m any places — at lu nch eon clu b tables, in 
Pu llm an smoking com partm ents, in bu siness of­ 
fices, at brid ge parties and so on. It was th is: 
“W h at th is cou ntry need s is a d ictator.” 
An id ea th a t no American wou ld seriou sly con­ 
sid er a few y ears ago became a commonplace 
topic of d iscu ssion d u ring th e campaign. No po­ 
litical cam paigner tou ch ed on it, of cou rse, bu t 
it was v oiced ov er and ov er again by ord inary 
folk, and y ou can still h ear it. 
At bottom, of cou rse, it simply illu strates th e 
way in wh ich th e general pu blic h as become d is­ 
illu sioned abou t its gov ernment. 
It reflects a wid ening belief th a t ou r d emo­ 
cratic gov ernment is too cu mbersome, u nwield ly 
and slow-mov ing to h and le a crisis like th e one 
th rou gh wh ich we h av e been passing. A stead y - 
ily -increasing part of th e popu lation no longer 
tru sts d ev ou tly and blind ly in th e ability of d e­ 
mocracy to meet an emergency . 
To a great ex tent th is d isillu sionment is ju s­ 
tified . Bu t th ose wh o talk glibly abou t ou r need 
for a d ictator ou gh t to remember th a t th ey are 
proposing noth ing less th an a complete rev olu ­ 
tion in ou r form of gov ernment. 
Installing a d ictatorsh ip in a confu sed and 
sorely tried nation is a fairly simple job. Getting 
rid of th e d ictator after th e emergency h as 
passed is not so simple. 
Wh o wou ld really su pport a d ictatorsh ip in 
America? All of th e blind forces of greed and 
reaction th at progressiv e lead ers h av e fou gh t 
ev er since th e d ay s of And rew Jackson. Th e d ic­ 
tatorsh ip wou ld inev itably place property righ ts 
abov e h u m an righ ts. Its first job wou ld be to 
make great fortu nes secu re. It wou ld leav e pre­ 
ciou s little room for freed om. 
All of th is, of cou rse, is self-ev id ent. Bu t it 
gets forgotten by th ose wh o d abble in th is “we 
need a d ictatorsh ip” bu siness. 
T h at ph rase, 
v oiced by a lot of people wh o ou gh t to know bet­ 
ter, represents one of th e greatest menaces ou r 
cou ntry faces tod ay . 


d eterm ining any particu lar h eigh t th a t th e 
plane may be from th e grou nd . 
It is th e same with th e speed of a plane. Th e 
av erage speed tod ay in an airplane ranges from 
80 to 150 miles per h ou r, d epend ing on th e ty pe 
of airplane. Su ch speed s seem terrify ing to th e 
av erage ind iv id u al, and th ey wou ld be on th e 
grou nd . In th e air it is again d ifferent. Th ere 
are no objects to pass from wh ich an id ea of 
speed can be ju d ged . Th ere is only a cou ntry ­ 
sid e below, u nfold ing in leisu rely m anner. Forty 
or fifty miles per h ou r in ah au tomobile or train 
will giv e a greater sensation of speed th an trav ­ 
eling one h u nd red and forty or fifty miles per 
h ou r in an airplane. 
One of ou r lead ing speed av iators, wh o h as 
d riv en h is plane u pward of 275 miles per h ou r, 
say s th a t h e gets no sensation of h igh speed at 
all u ntil h e passes th e 250 mile per h ou r mark.

BREEDS WINTER COLDS 
If y ou w ant to escape w inter cold s, y ou sh ou ld 
keep th e tem peratu re of th e h ome or office below 
70 d egrees and y ou sh ou ld h av e no artificial h eat 
in sleeping rooms, keeping th em well v entilated 
at nigh t. 
Of cou rse, ex posu re to cold and d ampness ou t 
of d oors, cau ses m any cold s bu t th e greater nu m ­ 
ber are incu rred ind oors in h ot, stu ffy rooms.

Th e m eth od will v ary with th e kind of 
h eating plant y ou h av e. W ith a fu rnace, it is 
easier, bu t it can be accomplish ed no m atter 
h ow y ou h eat y ou r h ome. 
Heap more cov ers on th e bed in cold er w eath er 
bu t d o not cu t d own on th e am ou nt of v entila­ 
tion. Fresh air is all im portant wh en y ou sleep
